WEST PALM BEACH—It will 
cost 7:5 million dollars plus to re- 


store Palm Beach County's stary- | 


ed beaches. 

If the county decides to do the 
job, it can count on about $421,000 
—less than six per cent — from the 
federal government. 

The remainder will have to he 
raised locally, probably’ spread 
over a 50-year period. 

These basic facts are contained 
in the first of four reports design- 
ed to produce a workable program 
for. the restoration of the county's 

, 45-mile shoreline. The report was 
released Tuesday. 

W. Turner Wallis and Associates, 
who are preparing the reports for 
the County Commission, plan to 
have all four completed in time for 
action by the 1961 Legislature. 

One of the remaining reports 
will add to the cost of the project 
by pinpointing beach area the 
county should acquire for public 
use. 

Another will spell out the actual 
costs to county residents, based on 
the benefits each will receive from 
the mammoth job. 

“We recognize,” said Ney C. 
Landrum, a member of the consult- 
ing firm, “that to make the pro- 
gram acceptable to the public, the 
county must provide more beach 
facilities for public use.” `

A suo- 
stantial over-the-year gain in man- 
ufacturing payrolls cancelled losses 
in construction and trade employ- 
ment,” the office reported.

The previous December there 
were 3,500 jobless. 

“The number of unemployment 
, Florida workers continued to de- 
i crease but the ranks of out-of-state 
job seekers swelled 31.9 per ceat 
from November to December.
